Q Energy Star — A recognized symbol of energy efficiency. 

Q S$ VIDEO — A video input that offers enhanced picture quality. 

Q Direct MTS — Allows direct access to changing your Multi-Channel 
TV Sound: STEREO, SAP (Second Audio Program) or MONO, with 
the touch of a button. 


Q Front A/V inputs — A quick connection for video games, camcorders 
or stereo equipment, (KV-27V42, 27V66 only).

The PARENTAL CONTROL feature is designed to help parents monitor 
what their children watch on television. This section shows you the 
different rating systems available and how to set your TV’s rating. 


Overview of the Ratings 


Once you have become familiar with these rating systems, you should be 
ready to set your TV’s rating. 


TV RATINGS 


The TV ratings are divided into two groups: age-based and 
content-based.
